One ‘morning Ted, one of the 
sons, took Larry Royer and me to 
watch operation of his pea-viner. 
This is a huge piece of machinery 
which takes the peas, pods and 
vines in at one end, tosses them 
through a drum, shells, then de- 
posits, the peas in boxes and emits 
the peas-holme at the other end, 
from where it is carted off to 
make peas-holme silage. The ma- 
chine is ‘‘loaned’’ by the Lin-Can 
cannery, the firm that had con- 
tracted the crop — the contract 
remaining in effect as long as the 
farmer continues to produce qual- 
ity peas. 

Later, in Boston, we went 
through the Lin-Can cannery. It 
is a middle sized cannery, process- 
ing some 150,000 cans of food 


daily. The plant also handles 
strawberries, fruits ‘and other 
vegetables. 


On our way home, we stopped at 
the Grant’s family butcher. In 
England everyone has their family 
butcher, Since there are few. if 
any meat packers in England, the 
village butcher must buy, kill, pro- 
cess and sell his own meat. He 
devotes one day per week to buy- 
ing, one day to butchering and the 
rest of the week to selling.

In very few instances 
has water stored behind these dams 
been filed on. 


An estimated 200 conservation 
dams have been built in the Tule 
river water shed, none of them 
large dams, but in the total, stor- 
ing considerable water. The Kil- 
lian and Gill filings are the first

PORTERVILLE AREA seems to 
be the focal point at the moment 
for a number of phoney solicita- 
tions, and residents,, not only of 
Porterville but of the surrounding 
area as well, should take a “‘tough”’ 
attitude toward the stranger who 
wants money for the cause you 
never heard of. 

ACTUALLY A solicitation can 
be completely phoney, yet just 
within the law. Money solicited 
may go to ‘‘expenses”’ rather than

to the ‘‘cause’’ represented. Inter- 
state commerce laws can be used 
as a blind; religious designations, 
church names, a _ sentimental 
“catch” name can be the “front’’ 
for the deal; such things as aid 
to veterans, assistance to crippled 
children, help for unwed mothers, 
aid to the blind, financial help for 
a mythical hospital are aften used 
as the basis for phoney solicita- 
tion. 

IN THE city, two agencies at- 
tempt to curb solicitation — the 
city itself and the chamber of 
commerce. Main object of the city 
is to establish whether or not a 
solicitor must have a city license. 
If the solicitor does, then he is 
checked to some extent and he will 
be wearing a city card bearing his 
picture. But even in this type of 
case, it is possible for the phoney 
to slip through now and then, 
since by the time a report gets 
back on fingerprints, or a police 
record is obtained, the solicitor 
has worked the area and is gone. 

CERTAIN RELIGIOUS, chari- 
table and non-profit groups can 
operate without a city license — 
a legal arrangement set up to aid 
the legitimate organization. But 
the phoney capitalizes on this by 
“getting inside the law” with his 
own organization — often an in- 
corporated organization. And if a 
solicitor apparently does not need 
a city license, he is not ordinar- 
ily checked, unless the police have 
some obvious and immediate rea- 
son, to believe he is operating out- 
side the law. So, beware of the 
solicitor who says, “I’ve been to 
the city hall; they said it was 
OK,” conveying the . impression 
that he has been approved without 
actually saying so. 

ACTUALLY NEITHER the city 
nor the chamber of commerce en- 
dorse a solicitation when they 
clear a solicitor. Bear in mind 
also that the chamber of commerce 
has no legal power to stop a soli- 
citor, even though solicitation 
committee members disapprove the 
solicitation, and if the solicitor is 
technically inside the law, the city 
can do little to stop him. Then 
there is always the “‘quick touch” 
artist who moves in, often with a 
crew of workers, gets his money 
and is long gone by the time word 
reaches the police. 

SINCE THERE are many in- 
stances in which a _ solicitation 
cannot be established as clearly 
legitimate or clearly illigimate, 
real control of. solicitation can 
come only from people of the com- 
munity who refuse to accept the 
fast talk or the sad story. And 
the faster the talk, the sadder the 
story andthe more sentimental 
the cause, the more possibility 
there is that the solicitation and 
the cause are basically phoney. 

THERE IS a legitimate organ- 
ization, nowadays, for practically 
any cause to which you want to 
contribute. Make it your business 
to know who represents these 
causes and where they can be 
reached. When you have money 
to give, see that your money goes 
where you think it is going — if 
a@ solicitor you do not know hits 
you with an organization name 


of fat per cow per year more, this 
would mean an additional $7,500. 
This added amount on many 
dairies is the difference between 
profit and loss, 

Some will say that an increase 
of 100 lbs. of fat per cow per year 
cannot be accomplished, but cow 
testing records show that many 
dairymen have been able to do just 
that and even better. 

The average production of all 
producing cows in the state is 
slightly more than 300 Ibs. per 
cow, while the average production 
of cows on the testing program 
produced an excess of 400 Ibs. 

The smart dairyman realizes the 
tremendous value of cow testing, 
for by cow testing he can intelli- 
gently cull the poor producers. He 
can feed concentrates according to 
the producing ability of the cow. 
A’ feeding program can in itself 
more than pay the testing fee. 

There are five men employed as 
testers in Tulare County Dairy 
Herd Improvement association. 
This organization is a cooperative 
which is operated by dairymen. 
Anyone interested in receiving 
more information concerning the 
Program may .contact the Farm 
Advisor’s office in Visalia.

Tradition of the game warden 
goes far back in Ross’ family, 
since his father, the late Walter 
R. Welch, was one of the first 
wardens in California, taking the 
appointment in 1897, then retir- 
ing in 1933, after serving as field 
assistant to the executive officer 
of the state division of fish and 
game, and as head of the state’s 
volunteer warden system, 

Ross organized the présent 
Kings-Tulare County Reserve war- 
den program several years ago and 
has been active in the more recent 
youth training program designed 
to teach young people safe handl- 
ing of firearms prior to receiving 
their first hunting license. He has 
been a director of the Southern 
Tulare County Sportsmen’s asso- 
ciation for many years.

CONTINUES SLOW

Federal-State Market News 

Trading for slaughter cattle 
continued slow, indications vol- 
ume moved out of feedlots last 
week will be considerably below 
the previous week; many buyers 
placed weak to lower bids over the 
weekend and limited sales con- 
firmed were on a steady to weak 
basis. 

Tendency to top out feedlots 
rapidly, probably due in part to 
high cost of putting on gains and 
current weak fed cattle trade. 

Stocker and feeder prices most- 
ly steady, thousands now moving 
into feedlots from northern Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Nevada and other 
western states. Several loads good 
and choice fed steers under 1,200 
lbs. $20.00 - $22.50, several loads 
last week around 1050 lbs. down 
$22.75 - $23.00 and some well fin- 
ished light steers again being held 
at these prices; occasional load 
commercial 850 lb. Brahman type 
steers $18.50; good and choice 
heifers $18.50 - $21.00, several 
choice 850 lbs. down being priced 
$21.25 - $21.50, load commercial 
heifers mixed breeds average 850 
Ibs., $17.00, most above sales FOB 
feedlots with a four. percent 
shrink. 

Several loads good stocker and 
feeder steers 600-750 Ibs. $18.25, 
120 head mostly choice 650 Ib. 
Montana feeder heifers $16.25, 
these largely for immediate deliv- 
ery, 500 head around 700 Ibs. 
Montana heifers to northern Cali- 
fornia feeder $16.75 delivery date 
at buyers option up to February 1. 
Few hundred good California stock 
calves around 400, lbs. $16.50 for 
heifers, $19.50 for steers. Stock- 
ers and feeders usually FOB ranch 
with two or three percent shrink 
but some cases more or less de- 
pending on driving distance and 
other conditions.

the waterfowl management areas 
due to unharvested crops in the 
vicinity. The four public duck 
hunting grounds of the San Joa- 
quin Valley come under this cate- 
gory and will not be available 
until October 22, the Merced area, 
not until the opening of the sec- 
ond half of the duck season. 


In order to obtain shooting priv- 
‘ileges on any of our public duck 
hunting grounds, the sportsman 
must file a reservation with the 
fish and game department in Sac- 
ramento two weeks in advance of 
,the shooting day. The reservation 
| forms are obtainable wherever 
shunting licenses are sold. 

Unfilled quotas will be made up 
from first come first served hunt- 
ers. In other words, if the duck 
hunter wants to take a chance, he 
can be in line at any of the areas 
on the shoot day and if some of 
the reservations are not taken up,

The four San Joaquin Valley 
areas are the new Mendota with 
5,000 acres available for 150 hunt- 
ers of which 50 must bring their 
own boats; Los Banos, 1,500 acres 
and 80 men; San Luis Wasteways 
(the most productive last year) 
with 1,500 acres for 100 shooters 
and the Merced National with 1,- 
000 acres that will accommodate 
80 duck hunters. This latter area 
is not considered a good duck re- 
fuge and the ducks bagged per 
hunter last season was small. 
However, later in the season it 
does furnish rather good goose 
hunting. 


First Mineral King deer hunt- 
ing period found 110 hunters 
bringing in 109 deer of which 76 
were bucks. There are four hunt- 
ing periods for 125 hunters for 
this special shoot so apparently 15 
didn’t take advantage of their per- 
mit. 

Fresno County Sierra deer have 
left the area above 10,000 feet 
and have moved into the timber 


as almost impossible to get at. 
Deer hunters are reported not to 
be taking much advantage of some 
good high elevation trout fishing. 


Indicaions are that 1955 will 
mark the second best deer kill on 
record in. the California coastal 
area.

When we hear farmers bemoan the fact that industry is booming, 
business is good, working men are working and the average wage is 
at the highest point in history of the country, while they; the farm- 
ers, are having a tough time, we wonder at the approach to the prob- 
lem. 


Rather than to look with jealousy at other segments of the econ- 
omy, farmers should be glad indeed that there is general prosperity 
in the land, for when business is good and wages, are high and plen- 
tiful, people have the ability to buy, and ability to buy: means poten- 
tial markets that can be tapped by those individuals who possess 
imagination and aggressive drive. 

While some farmers, at the moment, are caught between slightly 
lower income and more than slightly increasing costs of operation, 
there is one asset that farmers should not forget — the asset of a 
prosperous economy, @ prosperous economy that offers a constantly 
expanding opportunity to sell. 

Not all farmers have overlooked this asset. One notable example 
is the beef cattlemen, who, for several years, have been ing: a 
real effort to tell the public about their products, with the result that 
they are increasing sale of their products.

able operation. 

Olive growers, with a virtual monopoly of United States produc- 
field thronghout the nation, are doing things with an olive 
dreamed of a few years ago, and with! increasing promo- 
tional and merchandising effort should be able to beat their prob- 
lems of price and market. 

More and more, other segments of agriculture are working 
through better organizations, better advertising, better consumer edu- 
cation and improvement of their products, to increase retail sales. 

And never before in the peace-time history of the nation has 
there been such opportunity for farmers to help themselves, for farm- 
ers to sell their products, because today the American capacity to buy 
is at a high peak. 

Rather than to begrudge the other fellow his good fortune, the 
farmer might more logically say, “This/is great. People have money 
to buy the things that I have to sell.”
